For instance, 
it appears that he invented the 
word “ensemble.” He meant it to 
Mean a small orchestra, such as 
his own organization. 

“But now,” he explains, “you can 
find an ensemble anywhere. You 
can get it in a decartment store.” 

He also invented the expression 
“Little Symohony” and now 
eve.y town of mre than five 
thousand population has one. 

Although Mr. Barrere is ~rized 
by layman listeners more for his 
humor than his playing, profes- 
sional musicians will tell you he 
actually has no peer as a flutist, 
thereby proving that one man 
can do two things at the same 
time to perfection.

Hair Liftin

WE HAVE been talking about

Separate five egas and beat 
the yolks until thick and temon 
colored, and the whitcs until 
they are stiff, but not too dry 
Add two tablespoons flour and 
enough salt and pepper to sea- 
son the egg yolks and mix until 
smooth, then add one cup of 
evaporated milk or cream and 
blend thoroughly. Fold this mix- 
ture into the beaten egg whites 
Prepare individual baking dishes 
by melting in each a teaspoon of 
butter and into them pour the 
prepared egg mixture. This reci- 
pe will make four individual om- 
elets. Cover and cook over a low 
flame until the bottom is brown- 
ed, uncover and set into a mod- 
erate oven to brown the top 
lightly. With a spatula, fold 
each little omelet over and slip 
it onto a serving dish. Garnish 
with parsley and dabs of cur- 
rant jelly. 

These little omelets can be 
varied by adding minced ham to 
the beaten egg whites just before 
they are combined with the 
beaten yolks. If ham is used. 
then try serving creamed new 
peas between the folds and over 
the top of the omelets. 

Banana-Bran Muffins 

Cream two tablespoons butter 
or shortening with four table- 
spoons sugar and add one egg 
well beaten. Add one cup sour 
milk and one cup of cereal bran 
and let stand while you prepare 
the rect of the ingredients. Sift 
and measure one and one-half 
cups fiour, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-fourth teaspoon salt 
one toaspoon baking powder and 
one teaspoon cinnamon. Add one 
cup diced bananas to this sifted 
mixture and add to the first mix- 
lure. Stir only until the flow 
Cisappears. Bake in greased 
muffin tins in a hot oven for 
twenty to twenty-five minutes 
This will make sixteen small 
muffins. 

Waffles 

For light, crisp waffles try this 
recipe. Sift your flour and meas- 
ure two and one-fourth cups 
Resift with one tablespoon bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt and one tablespoon sugar. 
Beat the yolks of two eggs and 
add to two cups milk or one 
cup evaporated milk and one of 
water. Add to the dry ingredi- 
ents with one-half cup melted 
butter and blend thoroughly.
